BEHIND THE SCENES. 
HOW TILDEN’S NOMINATION WAS EFFECTED. 
St. Louis Dispatch to Cincinnati Commercial. 

The next great agitation arose when, all the can- 
didates having been nominated, the Clerk, without 
a motion to go into ballot, began calling the roll of 
the States. By bringing the whole pressure of the 
Chair, and Secretaries, and promoters to bear, the 
roll-call was got under way, and then it was too 
late to stop it. The appearance of the faces of the 
politicians who had calculated on one night more 
in which to plan combinations were pictures of dis- 
may and distress, but the call went on. Watter- 
son was active in urging it. The Chair and 
the Secretar la bored for it, and the result of the 
first ballot was hardly made known before the call 
began again. Nothing was permitted to stop it. 
Neither motions to adjourn, points of order, 
nor other tactical devices were allowed to inter- 
tere. Right on went the call. Nothing was to be 
gained b outer aud everything to be feared. The 
march of the T iden colunin was irresistibie. When 
it was fonnd that Tilden was short of the two- 
thirds on the second b.llot, the announcement of 
the vote was put off on the pretext that the clerks 
were footing it up. Meanwhile Tilden signals 
passed from platform to delegates, and one State 
after another Changed its vote little by little, some 
of them like Illinois, three times. At last it was 
thought he had two-thirds, and the Convention 
rose up and yelled for five minutes, bat Tilden 
actually needed two more votes to give him two- 
thirde, andthe Chair and one Secretary held up 
two fingers to delegations on all sides, publicly beg- 
ging another change, which was soon made. Then 
commericed general changes, till at last Senator 
Wallace, of Pennsylvania, moved to make the 
nomination unanimous, which was the grand

„It became more and more disorderly until it 
appeared on the second ballot that about thirty 
votes were lacking. Then the changes began, a 
few at a time in various States, and the contagion 
spread amid the vast noise and confusion until it 
was thought the two-thirds were reached, when 
the crowd arose as one man and screamed as they 
would have done had ig Fang man been nomi- 
nated, and still it might ve been lost, but that 
same officious Secretary, the Chairman 
sisting him, conveyed word ou. that 
sull two votes were needed, holding up 
two fingers, and then even Ohio wavered. 
Judge Isaac C. Collins arose, backed by Si Hoff- 
man, and aseerted that Ohio gave seven votes for 
Tilden. To this proceeding a manly protest was 
entered by Bob Reese, who claimed that only the 
Chairman of the delegation could make any an- 
nouncement. This just been ruled by the Chair 
in the case of Harmon, of Virginia, who tried in 
vain to protest that his Chairman had cast his vote 
for Tildep against his wish, and without authority; 
so the Chair had so to rule as to Ohio. But the 
needful votes were supplied from other sources, 
and the jig waa up.

HENDRICKS. 
WILL HE ACCEPT? 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

InprANaPouis, June 29.—The nomination of 
Gov. Hendricks at St. Louis to the second place 
on the ticket has elicited quite as little enthusiasm 
as did that of Tilden yesterday. A few guns were 
fired two hours after the nomination was made, 
but no one seemed happy. Prominent representa- 
tives of the party are disinclined to talk about the 
selection, and, although Mr. Hendricks receives 
all with hie usual blandness, he manages to say 
nothing. At.10 o'clock this morning he was very 
positive that he would not accept the 
second place. At 1 o'clock he reiter- 
ated the same thing with increased emphasis. 
From 9 o'clock last night until 4 this morning he 
was in constant receipt of telegrams begging him 
to accept the second place upon the ticket, which 
requests came from the delegation, representa- 
tives of Tennessee, Pennsylvania, Kentacky, Mis- 
sourl, New York, lilinois, Massachusetts, Oregon, 
and Alabama, and were signed dy euch men as 
Birch, Clymer, and so on. The dispatch from 
Tennesse read: ‘*We stood by you from first 
to last. and ow ask you to stand 
by us.” A second one read: Please ac- 
cept. A Democrat must stand where put, 
and a third. For God's sake accept. To 
all these a negative was returned. But this after- 
noon he began to weaken, and in reply to the ques- 
tion of acceptance, he stated that he would no 
action until after a conference with the Indiana 
delegation, which will arrive here im the morning. 
Later in the day a band was chartered for a sere- 
nade, and in a three-minute reply he said he 
thought the nomination of Gov. ‘Tilden would re- 
sult successfully to the party. As for himeacif, he 
thanked his friends for the noble manner in which 
they had presented his claims, but could not 
then say what he should do with the 
nomination given him. In an interview this even- 
ing he talked freely, but declined to commit him- 
self until after a conference with his Indiana 
friends.

COUNTER FEITERS. 
Dispatch to The Tribus 

New Lean, June 20.—The eflotts of (Miet 
Washburn and his assistants of the United States. 
Secret Service Bureau, which have been directed 
for several months to breaking up an éxtensive 
counterfeiting business in this city, have met with 
complete success, and have resulted in the capture 
of the entire gang of counterfeiters, in- 
cluding some of the most dangerous and 
experienced in the business, The gang has been 
in existence foralong time, Suspicion was first 
drawn to it by the flooding of this city in December 
with counterfeit 50-cent notes, 

Then the movements of several known or suspect- 
ed connterfeiters were carefully watched. In 
March last the first counterfeit note on the 
Merchants’ National Bank of New Bedford, Mass., 
appeared in this city. It was one of the most skill- 
ful imitations ever issued, and a number of bills 
found their way through several banks before their 
character was discovered. Another counterfeit, 
which bore every appearance of being printed from 
the same plate, made its appearance—an imitation 
of the $5-notes of the Northampton National Bank, 
of Northampton, Mass. This issue was followed 
by a counterfeit of precisely the same kind on the 
Hampden National Bank, of Westfield, Maas, 

The detectives, from several slight clews, be- 
came convinced that aii of these spurious bills 
emangted from one source in New York or 
Brooklyn. 

Search was continued until about two months 
ago, when the headquarters of the gang were dis- 
covered at a small house at No. 45 Willow street, 
Brooklyn. ! 

The occupants of the house were extremely cau- 
tious, and calls at the door were answered by per- 
sons appearing at windows to know what was 
wanted, and, ifany one gained admission, it was 
only after close questioning. 

Night and day detectives watched the place. 
They wanted to make eure that their criminals 
were inside and at work before they made their 
raid. 

On Monday, having matured their plans, officers, 
seven in number, surrounded the house. 

Detective Brooks, well known as a successful 
Whisky Ring detective under Secretary Bris- 
tow, was designated to see that the way was clear 
for the entrance of the officers. 

Assuming the character of a census enumerator 
taking the school census, Mr. Brooks, with a pen- 
cil, note-book, and green cotton umbrella in his 
hands, and sucking a Jemon, Knocked at the front 
door of the house. The door opened wide before 
the harmless census-taker. Then Brooks gave a 
preconcerted signal for the attack by throwing the 
Jemon over his shoulder, and the officers rushed in 
and up-staira, 

In one room, hard at work, was Sam Congdon, 
who, with the exception of Pete McCariney, is 
considered the most expert conunterfeiter in the 
United States. Before him was a large pile of 
counterfcit notes on the Castleton National Bank 
of New York, upon which Congdon was patting 
the finishing touches, 

In an adjoining room, upon fine wines, stretched 
from side to side, were spread notes representi 
between $75,000 and $100,000. A portion o 
those bills were on the Castleton National Bank, 
and on the remainder the tities were in blank to be 
filled in with the name of dome other bank. 

Another man was busy at a press printing in titles. 
He gave the name of Charies Conkling, but was 
afterward found to be a brother of Congdon. A 
search of the rooms bro t to light the tools of a 
complete manufactory of bank-notes. The officers 
found a movable door to aroom, and in the space 
beneath were about a dozen plates. Wrapped 
around one of the plates wns a piece of brown 
paper upon which was written: ‘* Retarn 
ticket 0 Camden.“ This gave the 
detectives clue to another member of the gang. 

On the person of ‘Thomas * a Small 
memorandum was fou one page, 
written in peculiarly black characters. were the 
figures 60/. On another page, written in the 
same manner, were the words Walnat street. 
The detectives recailed their knowledge of Phila- 
delphia counterfeiters and remembered George 
White, one of the ablest engravers of connterfeit 
plates in the country and a maker of plates for 
counterfeit $50 greenbacks, which almost defied 
detection a few years " 

The detectives went to Camden and called upon 
White. In a back room was White's workshop. 
Engraver's tools of the finest kind were scat- 
tered upon his work-table, a euspicions-looking 
chest stood in the corner, in whieh were found 
the back plete of a . note, anda plate with the 
title of the Highland National Bank of Newburg, 
. V., evidently intended to supply the blank 
space In the bills in Congdon's room in Brooklyn. 

White was bronght to Brooklyn, and, with an- 
other prisoner, Congdon, Conkling, and a whole- 
sale dealer in money named Ransom Warner, who 
wag arrested in New York, were placed in Wilson 
Street House, under guard, untl yesterday, when 
they were removed tothe K'ngs County Peniten- 
tiary for safe keeping. 

The entice gang conslsts of the following per- 
sons; Tom Oongdon, leader; Charles Conkling, 
printer of billet Ltansom Warner, Wholesale dealer 
who took the entire [sete of the databli#hment and 
supplies wall dealers throughout the country; 
Edgar Geiff_ia and P. W. Jenkins, small dealers, 

Congdon, Conkling, and White were arraigned 
before Judge Benedict in Brooklyn to-day, and 
were remanded for sentence. Congdon and Conk- 
ling k pleaded not guilty, with the privilege of with- 
drawing their pleas. 

White has served one term in State Prison, and 
the others are old offenders who have narrowly es- 
caped justice many times. 

‘arner acknowledges having been in the connter- 
feiting business twenty-five ycars, 

The officers of the Secret Service who participated 
in the ture of these men,—Mcssrs. Gilkinson, 
Curtis, Brooks, and Auchist, —are highly com- 
mended by Chief Washburn for the skill and sagac- 
ity which they have displayed in breaking up this 
gang without allowing oné to escape. 

¢ gang expected to issue about $100,000 on 
Saturday, and had facilities for issuing at least 
$20, 000 per month, or about $250,000 a year. The 
detectives expect that these arrests will lead to the 
capture of forty or fifty more counterfeiters in dif- 
ferent parts of the country.

It appears that forty-one life, one life 
and accident, and three accident companies have 
complied with the Insurance laws of Lilinois and 
received authority to transact business in the 
State. They are thus classified: First, life insur- 
ance companies of IIlinois, 3; life insurance 
companies of other States, 38; third, acci- 
dent insurance companies of other States, 
. Si ire insurance companies which were 
authorized to do business in this State last year 
have not complied with the Insurance laws of IIII- 
noise for the current yen. Since the date of the 
last report Receivers have been appointed for three 
life insurance companies, viz., the Mutual, Safety, 
Deposit, end the Teutonia. This has been done in 
each case on the application of the Auditor, through 
the Attorney-General, in pursuance of the provis- 
ions of an act in regard to the dissolution 
of insurance companies. The premiums 
received from the business done in the 
State during the year aggregate $3, 557, 700. 
and the losses paid $1,000,032. ‘There were 9, 087 
policies issu m the State during the year, 
amounting te $18,800,832. The average amount 
of these is „000. %. The total of licies in 
force in the te om the Sletof December, 1875.

Decision of an Insurance Case by 
Judge Blodgett, 


R. . Turner Turns Up with Another 
Batch of Land Suits. 


Initiating u Trade- Hark Record of Judgments 
and Kow Suits. 


The vas of Giles Brothers vs. The Farmers’ Mu- 
tual Insurance Company was on trial yesterday be- 
fore Judge Blodgett. This was a suit brought to 
recover $4, 000 insurance on the stock of jewelry of 
plaintiffs which was destroyed in the fire of J uly 
22, 1874. 

The defense was that the policy was obtained by 
fraud, as the Company was led to believe that the 
policy was on the same terms with the other poli- 
cies, there being $40, 000 of insurance on plaintiffs’ 
stock, while in fact it covered Joss on jewelry in 
safer and vaults, while the other policies were 
only on jewelry in safes’; second, that the suit 
was not broughtin time, as the policy contained a 
condition that suit on a policy should be brought 
within six months, and the present suit was not 
brought until March, 1875, eight monthe after the 
fire. It appeared, however, that the proofs were 
furnished Aug. 20, 1874, and that in November 
following the Company's agent called and asked 
for further proofe, which were given, at the same 


—— expressly waiving the condition as regards 
time, 


Judge Blodgett held, as to-the first objection, 
that there was nothing shown to establish fraud, 
but that the provision as to jewelry in eafes and 
vaults wa. intended to cover the part of the stock 
in the meee the Wabash avenue etore after the 
removal to State street, In regard to the second 
objection, the Jadge said that the limitation was 
unusually short, although, of course, legal. A 
Court, however, would not be so ready to enforce 
#0 short a limitation if there were any attending 
circumstances which would justify extension. In 
the present suit over three months had passed be- 
fore the Company's ageht applied for additional 
proof, and if the loss had then been adjusted 
and the usual ninety days for payment given 
that would have been more than the six monthe. 
aud they would have waived the condition. The 
circumstances showed the agent considered he was 
waiving time, and a jadgment would therefore be 
rendered in favor of Ne for $4,318, the 
amount of their claim with interest. 

MORE OF R. K. TURNER’S OPERATIONS. 

The troubles over Rudolphus K. Tarner’s opera- 
tions seem to have affected other counties than 
Cook. Yosterday a resident of Mercer County, 
named Worthy A. Winchester, flied a 
bill in the United States Circuit 
Court against William Wilsen, Robert 
Holloway, Rudolphus K. Turner, Duncan B. 
Seaton, William P. Cresswell, and George A. 
Kibbe, asking for certain relief from some sup- 
posed fraudulent acts of Turner. The complain- 
ant alleges that in July, 10 Wiliam Wilson 
made a power of attorney to George A. Wetmore, 
giving him authority to convey the N. E. K of Sec. 
31, 13, 4, in Mercer County. Under this power of 
attorney a deed was executed to complainant, Jan. 
22, 1567, and recorded August 25, 1868. Prior to 
this, and sone time in 1864, Wilson commenced a 
suit in ejectment in the United States Circuit 
Court here against Duncan B. Seaton to re- 
cover possession of this same land. Default 
was entered, and 1888 rendered in favor of 
Wilson for the land, and he took posession. 

Five years after, and on the 29th day of October, 
1869, R. K. Turner obtained from Wilson a stip- 
alatlon by which it was agreed that the judgment 
in ejectment in his favor should be reopened, the 
default set aside, and a new trial awarded. Ila 
December following, by agreement, the suit was 
dismissed, and the premises awarded to D. B. 
Seaton, the defendant in that suit, for whom osten- 
sibly Turner acted. March, 28. 1870, this dis- 
missal was set aside, the cause reinstated, a writ 
of restitution ordered, and the cause against Seaton 
dismissed. The writ was then issued and com- 
piainant ejected. 

He now etates that the judgment in the eject- 
ment was set aside in pursuance of a fraudulent 
agreement between Wilson and Turner; that Tur- 
ner kept possession of the land for five years, and 
that itis mow rented to Cresswell, Holloday also 
claiming some title thereto. The records in the 
ejectment suit were all destroyed in the great fire, 
but complainant has filed a petition to have them 
restored. He fears that the defendant will set up 
title under the ejectment eult and seven years 
payment of taxes, avers that he has a per- 
manent title, that he had bought up al! out- 
standing titles at the time of the deed by 
Wilsen to him, and therefore asks that the defend- 
ants may be restrained from setting up any claim 
under the ejectment suit; that the fraudulent 
judgment in thai suit may be eet aside, the judyg- 
ment of Wilson be reinstated, and a decree be en- 
tered confirming the title at present in him (com- 

lainant) against any claims on the part of the de- 
Fendants, or — of them.

A Tough Hide.

There are hopeful sigus that the Con- 
gressional dead-lock will yet be broken bo- 
fore the brazen tongue of clamorous time 
proclaims the hour of 12 o'clock to-night. 
Sunset Cox’s absence at the St. Louis Con- 
vention, and the election of Mrox Sayer 
as Speaker pro tem. resulted in the appoint- 
ment from the House of members of the 
Conference Committees who were willing to 
meet the Senate half way and come to an 
agreement. In this way the Naval bill was 
passed yesterday, and it is hoped that the 
same spirit of concession will operate in 
securing the passage of the Post-Office bill.

Mr. Henpricks and the Indiana Democrats 
must feel greatly humiliated at being forced 
to take the second place on the ticket with a 
aman at the head whom they hate as cor- 
dially as they could possibly hate any member 
of theirown party.

TILDEN’S ORGANIZING ABILITY. 
There is one phase of Sam Trupen’s charac- 
ter as a candidate which the Republican 
party cannot afford to underestimate, and 
which can only be rendered impotent by 
being met and combated at every step. Tu- 
DEN is a shrewd, long-headed, and unscrupu- 
lous politician, with a genius for organization 
and a heavy money-power at his back which 
he will use without stint or conscience. This 
estimate will not be disputed by those who 
know him best, nor by those who have 
watched the progress of eventsin the Con- 
federate party for the last few months. If 
there were nothing else in Mr. Trupen’s ca- 
reer than his manipulation of the St. Louis 
Convention, it would be enough to warn the 
country that one of the candidates for the 
Chief Magistracy is a wily and dangerous 
schemer, who coaxes where he can, bullies 
where he cannot coax, and buys where he 
cannot bully. It has gone forth, and re- 
ceived the stamp of official indorsement at 
St. Louis, that money by the barrel is to 
be used to insure the success of the Confed- 
erate party. This is the talisman of the 
Confederate campaign, and in the hands of 
so expert and experienced a campaigner as 
Tro it will not be wasted. 

Tub is a selfish, crusty old bachelor, 63 
years of age, who has never been benefited 
or humanized by the influence of ahome and 
family circle, but whose whole life has been 
absorbed by money-getting and political 
wire-pulling. His profession has been that 
of a corporation lawyer; his chief business 
the reorganization of railroad and other 
semi-public schemes, and his amusement the 
manipulation of New York machine politics. 
He is restrained by none of the influences 
which affect men of family and those engag- 
ed in legitimate business pursuits, but he 
has been accustomed for years to work in 
channels that are generally avoided. He 
holds himself personally aloof from the 
dirty work of politics, for he is an aristocrat, 
and feels that he would be contaminated by 
association with the horny-handed. But he 
has his agents—young, active, and energetic 
fellows, whom he has himself trained up— 
and who do his bidding well and faithfully. 
“Though Gen. Dix had been elected Governor 
of New York in 1872 over Kernan, a strong 
candidate, by a vote of 447,801 to 392,350, 
Tum was able to beat Dix two years later 
by a vote of 416,391 to 366,064. The vote 
Tors polled in 1874 was nearly as large as 
that polled by Szrmovr for President in 
1868, with the aid of 30,000 fraudulent votes. 
It was the result of cunning work, and syste- 
matic organization, and lavish use of money. 
He had a thorough canvass made of the en- 
tire State, and procured the name and ad- 
dress of every man who had ever voted with 
the Democrats. From every county seat in 
the State he had a personal and confidential 
appeal addressed to Democratic voters in 
sealed envelopes, and inclosed their local 
tickets.

This is the 


We have already referred to the Democratic- 
Confederate platform as an extraordinary 
document. A close reading will leave it an 
open question whether the financial part of 
the document is more extraordinary for what 
it contains than for what it omits. The 
anxious Granger and Greenbacker and the 
oppressed workingman will search it in 
vain for any promise of abundant and cheap 
money ; for any reduction of the rates of in- 
terest ; for any recognition of an intercon- 
vertible bond; for a currency needing no 
redemption and based on the faith and re- 
sources of the country”; for any assurance 
that the National Banks are to be abolished 
and their currency replaced by more green- 
backs. To all these cardinal points in the 
demands of the greenback party and of the 
Democratic party in a dozen States the plat- 
form makes not the slightest reference. It 
ignores them completely. What, then, does 
the platform say on the subject of finance ? 
Here is the deliverance : 

Sixth—We denounce the financial imbecility and 
immorality of that party which during eleven years 
of peace has made no advance toward resumption, 
and no preparation for resumption, but, instead, 
has obstructed resumption by wasting our re- 
sources and exhausting all our surplus income, and 
while annually professing tointend a speedy return 
to specie-payments, has annually enacted fresh 
hindrances thereto. As such a hindrance, we de- 
nounce the resumption clause of the act of 1875, 
and we here demand its repeal. 

Seventh—We demand a jadicious system of 
preparation by public economies, by official re- 
trenchment, and by finance which shall enable the 
nation soon to assure the whole world of its perfect 
ability and ite perfect readiness to meet any of its 
promises at the cal) of the creditor entitled to pay 
ment. We believe in such a system, well-devised. 
andabove all intrusted to competent hands for exe- 
cution, creating at no time an artificial currency, 
and at no time alarming the public mindintoa with- 
drawal of that vaster machinery of credit by which 
95 percent of all business transactions are per- 
fortned—a system open to the public, and inspiring 
genera] confidence, which would, from the day of 
ite adoption, bring healing on its wings to all our 
harassed industries, set in motion the wheels of 
commerce, manufactures, and the mechanic arts, 
restore employment to labor, and renew in all 
its natural sources the prosperity of the people. 

The first is an arraignment of the Repub- 
lican party for not having restored specie 
payments, and for having actually hindered 
and prevented it (!), especially by the so- 
called Resumption act of 1875. Having thus 
impgached the Republican party for ‘* imbe- 
cility and immorality,” the platform pro- 
fesses to tell how the Democratic-Confederate 
party will act if the people put it in power. 
There is to be a judicious system of econo- 
mies, and official retrenchment and finance, 
which shall enable the nation to assure thé 
whole world of its ability and readiness to 
pay its debts on demand. But there isa 
deeply significant omission to explain what 
this judicious system of economies and what 
this system of finance is. The Democratic 
party has had supreme control of one branch 
of Congress since Dec. 1, 1875; the House 
has been in continuous session since then, 
but during that whole time the House has 
never permitted a vote to be taken on the 
repeal of the great “‘ hindrance” to specie 
payments, nor has it devised a judicious 
system of preparation by public economies ; 
indeed, the Democrats of that body have 
never been able to agree on any ques- 
tion relating to finance. The majority 
of the Democrats, whenever the managers 
would permit an expression of opinion, 
have favored Lanpers’ plan of paper money 
as distinguished from paper notes or promises 
to pay; and Horman’s plan to abolish the 
National Banks and substitute more green- 
backs for their circulation; and Vooruezs’ 
plan to issue greenbacks and pay off the 
whole national debt; or that other plan to 
issue notes redeemable in a bond payable in 


,greenbacks. The Democratic party made 


this last plan their creed through one Presi- 
dential campaign, and have used it repeated- 
ly in various State campaigns since then, 
and over 200 of the delegates at St. Louis 
favored it at this time. Now, which of these 
„public economies,” or systems of finance, 
does the St. Louis platform mean, as demand- 
ed by the Democratic party in 1876? We 
naturally look to the second clause of the 
seventh resolution for an explanation, but in 
vain. The language employed baffles com- 
prehension. All we understand is that the 
Democrats demand that the new system shall 
be intrusted to competent hands,”—such 
as the Democrats in Congress, who, during 
seven months’ session, after long and labori- 
ous efforts, failed to agree upon any one 
item of public economies or finance, and 
finally abandoned the attempt as 
hopeless. What in the name of 
common sense is intended by a system 
which will at no time “alarm the public 
mind into a withdrawal of that vaster machin- 
ery of credit by which 95 per cent of all 
business transactions are performed”? What 
is the system, and what is the “‘ v@ter 
machinery of credit”? To ordinary mortals 
this language is incomprehensible. Who is 
the oracle that will make it plain? As Mr. 
Tum wrote this platform himself, will he 
explain toa benighted people what he in- 
tended and what the Convention intended by 
this frightful arrangement of words? It will 
not do—it will not satisfy the public mind— 
to say that this system, which will not lead 
to the withdrawal of the ‘‘ vaster machinery,” 
will bring healing on its wings,” set in 
motion the wheels of commerce and the 
„mechanic arts,” employ labor, and renew 
the prosperity of the people. All plans of 
finance are represented by their authors as 
promising all thisand more. But what is 
the system itself? Let us have that made 
known, that each man may judge for him- 
self as to its probabilities and possibilities. 
If the Democratic party or Mr. Torx know 
of any system of finance which will ac- 
complish all this, or any part of it, let 
it be proclaimed, and the whole country 
will adopt it. This way of treating it asa

He has been onevery side of 
every question, has carrid water on 
both shoulders, with no higher ob- 
ject m view than office. During ihe 
War he talked Unionism to nion men and 
secession to secessionists. uring the po- 
litical campaigns of last fallhe trimmed on 
both sides of the currency aestion, till no 
man could tell whether he ‘as for resump- 
tion or inflation.

THE TWO CONVENTIONS. 

There could scarcely be a greater contrast 
between two national assemblages, both pur- 
porting to be representative bodies, than 
there has been between the Cincinnati and 
St. Louis Conventions. The difference be- 
tween the two might be comprehensively 
stated to be the difference between the Re- 
publican and Democratic parties,—the one 
representing the intelligent, industrial, and 
commercial people of the country, and the 
other a conglomerate and incongruous mass 
of people embracing pretty much all the ad- 
venturous and nomadic classes. The contest 
at Cincinnati was as bitter as at St. Louis, 
and the preliminary struggle in both cases 
was long and determined. But the methods 
adopted were very different. The canvass 
of candidates at Cincinnati, though fiercely 
partisan, was gentlemanly, honest, and de- 
cent. In St. Louis it was carried on in bar- 
rooms, after the manner of the lowest ward- 
politics of a large city. In Cincinnati there 
is reason to believe that not a dollar was 
used corruptly in the interest of any can- 
didate. Ia St. Louis the bar'l of money 
sent in the interest of Mr. Tur 
has been placed where it was thought it 
would do most good, and it would not be 
easy to count the number of delegates whose 
vote represented the payment of personal 
expenses. In Cincinnati the struggle was 
intellectual, it St. Louis physical. With 
Senator Jonn Monntsszr, the celebrated 
gambler and prize-fighter, heading a cohort 
of New York roughs on Mr. Tripen’s side, 
and Tammany Sachem Joun Ketiy, who 
has succeeded Tweep as Boss,“ heading 
another gang of roughs opposed to Mr. TI. 
DEN, the outside arguments have been of the 
„ knock-down character, and a strong arm 
has counted for more than a powerful brain. 
The main pressure brought to bear upon the 
Convention has been by betting and offering 
to bet, and by bribery and promises of 
bribery. There has been little of ¢ool cal- 
culation of chances which marked the prog- 
ress of the Cincinnati Convention, but an 
unsystematic and pell-mell scramble in par- 
tisan blindness. At Cincinnati there was 
method in the fMowing of the leading candi- 
date and method among his opponents, but 
at St. Louis there was no method among 
either the TILDExN faction or the anti- Tons 
faction; the result was left to chance, on 
which the gamblers and roughs always base 
their hopes. 

The contrast may be followed out in the 
actual proceedings of the St. Louis Conven- 
tion, through the comparative tameness and 
weakness of the men chosen to the first 
places and of the speeches that were made, 
as well as in the uncouth reception given 
them. There was a very palpable lack of 
ability; it was so marked, indeed, that it 
may well be doubted whether the Demo- 
cratic party, aside from every ques- 
tion of honesty and policy, has the material 
competent to take charge of the executive, 
legislative, and judicial machinery of a great 
Government like ours. The selection of Mr. 
Watrerson as Temporary Chairman was re- 
garded with surprise, not only on account of 
the constitutional bashfulness which he has 
inherited from the journalistic profession, 
but because of his utter and confessed igno- 
rance of all parliamentary rules and practice. 
But, as there was nobody of influence in the 
Convention who seemed to be any better 
posted, WaTTERSON managed it pretty much 
as he pleased. But the selection of a Per- 
manent Chairman in the person of McCuzn- 
NAND, Of Illinois, was a more pronounced 
evidence of the poverty of talent in the Con- 
vention. He began by stumbling, and stum- 
Pd all the way along. He tried to make 
a committed speech pass for a spontaneous 
and extemporaneous utterance, but forgot 
his words; then he pulled out his manu- 
script from his pocket and could scarcely 
read his own writing. As the result proved, 
it was really not worth reading. But the 
Convention did not want to give it up so. 
They still aspired to some of the oratorical 
honors that distinguished the Cincinnati 
Convention, and Dan VoorHEEs was trotted 
dut to offset Bos INOEnS0OLL. The Tall 
Sycamore of the Wa-bash” strove hard. He 
wrestled with the most complicated sen- 
tences; he grappled with figures of speech 
that would have startled a less audacious 
man; he indulged in a fabulous amount of 
martial comparisons for a non-combatant ; 
and he was finally carried off in a swooning 
and lachrymose condition, without having 
reached as high as Bos IN ERSOLL's knees in 
all the oratorical flights he made. What 
Dax Voorness tried in oratory Sammy Cox 
tried in humor, the result of which was 
that any impression the former had 
made was rapidly dissolved in smiles. 
But the laugh was rather at Sammy than 
with him. Cox's New York constituency 
consists mainly of Sachem Joun KE Ly, 
and his constituency had ordered him to St. 
Louis to oppose TIIDpEN. Under this con- 
dition of things it was a great piece of folly 
to ask the Convention who was to be their 
standard-bearer when he ought to have 
known that Torn would be the over- 
whelming response from Jong Mornrissry’s 
roughs. But Sammy was not alone in his 
mistakes; he only followed the spirit of the 
Convention. 

It is entirely fair, and we believe the exact 
truth, to say that the St. Louis Convention 
as compared with the Cincinnati Convention 
was a gathering of roughs, blackguards, igno- 
ramuses, and incompetents, and that a re- 
view of its proceedings does not point to any 
material of governing capacity or ability for 
public affairs. As a body representing the 
Democratic party it was even more discredit- 
able, and perhaps on that account more ac- 
curately representative than the present 
Democratic Congress. There were no signs 
of vigor, of policy, of system, of experience, 
of talent, or of patriotism, but the same old 
desperate scramble for office that has result- 
ed so disastrously for the last sixteen years. 


The Principality of Roumania is the only 
one of the Sclavic provinces which has not 
yet joined in the general uprising against 
Turkey, but that may be owing to its re- 
moteness from the seat of war. As it is 
under Russian influences, however, it only 
needs a signal from that Power to let slip 
the dogs of war. As it has attracted little 
attention heretofore, the following details of 
its resources will be of interest. It has a 
population of 5,000,000, and outside of 
Roumania there are 1,000,000 more Roumans 
distributed throngh Transylvania, Hungary, 
Servia, Bulgaria, and Turkey. The country 
is purely agricultural, the only manufactures 
of any importance being oils, wine, and 
spirits. The exports amount to $40,000,000, 
one-half of which is represented by wheat. 
There are 742 miles of unpaying railroads, 
for the construction of which the public 


285, but the expenditures were $19,428,910. 
The total liability of the State last year on 
account of railways was $4,520,000, one- 
fourth of the entire income of the Princi- 


pality. 


Samury Tos, who is 63 years old, was 
never married. If elected, he will be the sec- 
ond old-bachelor President, his predecessor 
being James Bucuawan, whose Administra- 
tion is not odorous in public memory. 
Bucwanan had a love-affair in early life 
which resulted tragically; he was never- 
theless human at one time. But Torx 
never had an affection, except for money; 
never prosecuted a suit, except for a large 
fee; and never had an ambition to transmit 
his name to posterity, except as President. 
He has no wife, or children, or memory of 
domestic happiness, but he has a bar 1“ of 
money. Money has been his god. 

There was a desperate effort on the part of 
the oratorical delegates at the St. Louis Con- 
vention to rival the el@quence of Col. Inerr- 
SOLL at Cincinnati, which received recognition 
in all parts of the country. The “Tall Syca- 
more of the Wa-bash’’ made a determined 
struggle, but could not attain the pol- 
ish, point, or brilliancy. CarTzr H- 
RIsON would have spread his eagle all 
over the Convention if he had been there. 
Saymy Cox endeavored to supply by humor 
what he lacked in eloquence. But of all the at- 
tempts and failures, Mr. MELVILLE W. FULLER, 
of Chicago, came nearest the mark in seconding 
the nomination of Mr. Henpricxs. He hasn't 
the shape, nor the presence, nor the voice, nor 
the fascinating flow of language which are such 
powerful accessories of Pope Bon's “ oratory, 
but he gave a sophomoric imitation, which at 
least had the merit of being the best speech 
made at St. Louis. So Illinois carried off the 
oratorical honors in both Conventions, though 
in both cases they failed to achieve their pur- 
pose. Can it be that American political gather- 
ings are less susceptible to the influence of ora- 
tory than they used to be? At Cincinnati judg- 
ment had more weight than brilliancy; at St. 
Louis ML FULLER’s metaphors and tropes 
couldn't cope with that “bar’l of money.” 


The extremes of the struggle between the 
State and Church have been reached iu the two 
South American Republics, Ecuador and Vene- 
zuela. The former has recently placed its civil 
Government under Papal authority, and the lat- 
ter has adopted a law of religious liberty which 
is almost tantamount to the suppression of the 
Roman Catholic worship. The President of 
Venezuela, GuzMan BLANCO, who was elected 
in 1873, has recently issued a decree which not 
only declares the complete divorce of Church 
and State, but hampers the Church with the 
severest restrictions, Bishops and other digni- 
taries higher than the ordinary priesthood being 
prohibited, likewise all pastoral and other let- 
ters. In addition to these summary acts, it 
provides the severest penalties for anpcriticism 
of the civil power by the clergy. The primary 
intention of the Venezuelan Government, so far 
asthe separation of Church and State is con- 
cerned, was a good One, but it is a question 
whether the extreme position which has been 
taken is not an offensive persecution, full of 
mischief and trouble for the future. As com- 
pared even with Germany, it is in the highest de- 


gree despotic.

OBITUARY. 


HARRIET MARTINEAD. 

The cable dispatches yesterday announced 
the death of Harrier Mara, the em- 
ment English authoress. She was born in Nor- 
wich, June 12, 1802, received a liberal education, 
and at an carly age devoted herself to literary 
labors, with a result which has hardly been 
equaled in point of industry by any English 
writer of the present century. In 1823 she 
published “‘ Devotional Exercises for the Use of 
the Young;’’ in 1524, a story entitled “ Christ- 
mas Day; and in 1825, “ The Friend,” a sequel 
to it. These were received with great favor. In 
1836 she published “ The Rioters” and “ Orig- 
inal Hymns;“ in 1827, The Turnout and Mary 
Campbell;“ in 1828, “My Servant Rachel,” a 
“Sequel to Principle and Practice,” and 8 
series of Tracts discussing questions of interest 
to the working classes. In 1831, under the title 
of “Traditions of Palestine,“ she publish- 
ed a Series of essays on the Holy Land 
during Christ’s ministry. About this time 
she obtained prizes from the British and Foreign 
Unitarian Society for tracts of @ religious char- 
acter, and published in series of 24 stories, 
illustrating Political Economy.

A resolution was adopted 
which had been presented by the Chicago Board of 
Trade, urging upon Congress the adoption of the 
joint resolution introduced into the House of Rep- 
resentatives Dec. 15, 1875, for the appointment of 
commissioners to investigate and ascertain the 
basis of a treaty of reciprocity with Canada.

The financial situation was dull in every respect. 
a Sree convener reflect the quiet of gen- 
The city is renewing its efforts to ob- 
talna loan from the banks. A meeting is to be 
held to-day between representatives of the banks 
and of the ¢ity to ascertain whether any negotis- 
tien gan be concluded. Nothing stands in the way 
to prevent the city from obtaining all the money it 
wants, except the question of security. The banks 
were never in a situation to make larger advances 
‘than now. Theirsurplus of loanable resources is 
great and growing larger; but the pressure of their 
anemployed means has not made them less cau- 
eus. They are as careful as ever iv asking good 
security for their accommodations, The city will 
have to offer indubitable collateral to get the loans 
it want. 

The general supply of good paper was scanty. 
Rates of discount to regular customers were 8@ 10 
percent. Good borrowers get street rates. 

On the street rates were 6@12 percent. The 
demand for good negotiable paper outruns the sup- 


ply.

REDUCTION OF INTEREST ON BAVINGS DEPOSITS. 
The International Bank of this city has informed 
ite depositors that after July 1, 1876, interest will 
be paid on deposits at the rate of 4 percent. The 
bank's officers explain that they have taken this 
step because of the extreme difficulty of making 
investments at a fair rate of interest in safe and re- 
liable securities, and the consequent accumulation 
of jarge amounts of idle funds. They say, in ad- 
dition: We cannot, during the existence of the 
present depressed financia! condition of the country, 
tontinue to pay 6 per cent interest on savings de- 
‘posits, without a positive loss to this bank, or 
without making a change in its established rule of 
mvesting these funds in unquestionable securities 
omy.” Tun Tune has frequently advocated 
‘ower rates on savings deposits. The rate of in- 
terest from good investments hardly permits the 
payment of 6 per cent depositors, ‘io make this 
interest savings banke all over this country have 
deen baying high-priced but dubious paper, 10 per 
tent Southern bonds, and lots of such worthless 
trash as fe tobe seen in the assets of every bank 
‘that breake. The first requisite in a savings bank 
is to have it safe, The rate of interest it pays is of 
secondary importance. Every reduction in the 
tate of interest brings @iditional safety to the de- 
positors, because it increases the ability of the sav- 
ings bank to invest its deposits on first-clase securi- 
ties.

A letter from Columbus, Neb., says: Reports 
from farmers are condicting as to wheat. In some 
sections, where there has beey seasonable rains, 
reports are favorable, Other sections report straw 
short in some places, leaves getting yellow, indi- 
cations of short heads. No insects as yet trou- 
bling our crop. We need rain. If we get it with- 
in the next fee days, my opinion w that this sec- 
tion, as a whole, will have a good crop. Corn, al- 
though backward, is now doing well. With a lit- 
tle more rain, and in the grasshoppers’ absence a 
few weeks longer, I believe we are safe in saying 
the chances are good for large crops." 

They have had rain in that region since the 20th, 
when the above was written. 

The Omaha Des publienes a number of specials, 
dated Jane 24, most of which state that with more 
rain the chances would be very good for the har- 
vest. Some report rain as faliingin moderate 
quautities. Colfax County reports crops in splen- 
did condition. 

The tenor of other advices received tn this city 
yesterday is less adverse than those heretofore sent 
in. There seems to be good reason to believe that, 
while the growing crops have suffered in some sec- 
tions, the extent of damage inilicted to date has 
deen greatly exaggerated. 

It is reported that many corn-fields in the central 
part of this State are eo heavily under water that 
the farmers have decided to abandon them to the 
‘weeds, There has undoubtedly been too much 
wet in that section, and the corn will be stunted in 
consequence, but Wulle there is life there is 
hope.” 

A dispatch from Liverpool states that the cargo 
of the Italia sold at 20s per 320 De. That cargo was 
rejected barley in Chicago. The above quotation 
is about equal to Ge per bu in New York. 

THE MARKETS. 

The leading produce markets were more irregu- 
lar yesterday, though with no wide range in prices. 
Provisions were quiet aud grain more active asa 
rule, while .e shipping movement was more an- 
mated, bat chiefly iu corn. Outeide of that the 
trading was mostly epecalative, and a good deal 
was done in settling up outstanding July transac- 
tons, in preparation for the freworks and so- 
Fourth ef Independence - Day. 

There was a quiet and steady market 
for dry goods. Groceries were fairly act- 
ive at generally Orm prices. Sugars were 
in large demand. and the quotations of raw grades 
were moved up another he. White sugars were 
also very strong, with a tendency to higher figures. 
Teas were ordered with some freedom at about pre- 
vious rates. In the butter and cheese markets the 
situation was without noticeable change. Dried 
fruits continue quiet atsteadily- maintained price. 
Jobbers of fish were fairly busy, and fully, former 
prices were being realized all around. In the coal 
and wood markets there was a dull trade at un- 
changed prices, Vile were moving freely and prices 
were firm, especially for carbon, lard, and tur- 
pentine. Paints and colors were steady. Bagging, 
leather, and tobacco were unchanged. 

The lumber market was dulland easy. The of- 
ferings were small, but buyers were holding off, 
and only a few cargoes sre disposed of. The 
yard trade continues moderate, Metals, hardware, 
anu nails were rather quiet, but steady, Wool con- 
tinues slow, there being little inquiry aside from 
that of Western manufacturers, who usnally buy 
only te meet current wants. Seeds were quiet. 
The dealers in broom-corn report a fair business 
for the summer season at unchanged prices. There 

was some inquiry for hay, but the offerings were 
mall and partly out of condition, hence buyers 
held of. Native green fruits wete abundant and 
generally easier. Oranges and lemons were firm. 
Eggs were strong and poultry slow and easier. 

Lake freights were more active, without material 
change in rates, carriers asking 2c for corn by sail 
to Buffalo. Rail freights were quiet and unchang- 
ed, agents asking 20c to New York, 18c to Phil- 
adelphia, 17%½%e to Baltimore, and 25c to Boston, 
per 100 We. Through rates by lake and rail were 
quoted at 10@10%e for corn and 10%@lle for 
wheat to New York, and 12012 e on corn to New 
England points. Freight engagements were re- 
ported for 45,000 bu wheat and 445, 000 bu corn.

THE POLICE. 
THEIR ANNUAL REVIEW. 

The annual review of the police force took place 

yesterday afternoon on Lake Park, and was one of 
the most, if not the most, creditable ever held. 
There were 420 officers ang men on parade, and 
they presented a neat and soldierly appearance. 
They marched in good order and handied their 
batons promptly at the word of command. The 
line was formed on LaSalle street, the right rest- 
ing on Van Buren. The force was divided into 
twelve companies, and was maneuvred by Drill 
Master Bauder ina skillful manner. There were 
150 men from the First Precinct, in charge of Capt. 
Buckley and Sergis. Ebersold, Byrne, Seavey, 
O'Connor, Barrett, and Hood; 160 men from the 
Second Precinct in charge of Capt. Ellie and 
Sergts. Simmons, Blattner, O'Donnell, Fitzpat- 
rick and Vesey; 64 men from the Third Pre- 
cinct in charge of Capt. Johnson and Sergis. 
Brisco, Wiley, and Fox; and 
from the Fourth Precinct in 
Capt. Gund and Sergts. Hathaway, 
Auley, and Baus. Sergt. Gerbing had 25 men of 
the Lake Street Squad on duty at the park to pre- 
serve order and keep the ground clear. The force, 
in immediate command of Sypt. Hickey and Asst. 
Supt. Dixon, and with Nevins’ Military Band at 
their head, countermarched on LaSalle street to 
Adams, thence to Michigan avenue, and south to 
Van Buren street, where they filed on the parade 
ground. Along the route they were viewed by 
many people, and several thousand rsons, 
including a number of ladies, gathered at the 
Park to witness the parade and review. After the 
usual regimental parade, an inspection of the men 
was made by the Superintendent, Ald. McAuley, 
Chairman of the Committee on Police, Aid. Cul- 
lerton and Kirk, also of the Police Committee, and 
Ald. Sheridan, Sweeney, Lodding, Lawler, 
Throop, Cleveland, O'Brien, and Stewart. 

‘The men were then formed in hollow square, and 
the officers were drawn up inasimilar fashion with- 
in it. Ald. McAuley, Sheridan, Throop. 
Lawler, Stewart, and Sweeney made brief address- 
es, all of them touching upon the matter of a re- 
duction of salaries. The iiret named official said 
there would be no reduction unless it obtained in 
all the departments, and the others were opposed 
to any reduction. The speakers complimented the 
officers and men on their fine appearance and in- 
telligent bearing, and Supt. Hickey thanked them 
for their good behavior. The line was rcformed 
and the force marched back to the City-Hall, where 
they were dispersed.

Francis Adams, Esg., for the city, contended, on 
the other hand, that the city by its charter 
power to assess all real and personal property in 
the city, which power included the right to assess 
the capital stock and franchises of the com- 
panies, if they were property. lu  sup- 
port of the proposition that they were 
property, Mr. Adams referred tothe generai revenue 
aw, which provides (hat they shall be assessed and 
taxed, also to decisious of the Supreme Court of 
this State and the United States, holding that the 
capital stock and franchises of curporations are 
property, and taxable as such. Mr. Adams also 
argued that a statute authorizing the exemption 
from city taxation of the capital stock and fran- 
chises of corporations would be a violation of Sec. 
0, Art. IX., of the Constitution of 1870, which 
provides that municipal taxation shall be uniform 
in respect to persons and property within the juris 
diction of the body imposing the same. 

Judge Drummond took the case under advise- 
ment.

Achange of venne was taken 
to Justice Meech, and the case is now onthe docket 
there, and will probably take several days for set- 
tlement. The Race family oacke the Gleasons, for 
should the Town of Jefferson be sustained, the 
Races would be obliged to give back the $36 a foot 
which they received for the proper-y.

Coleman, 
Postmaster at Fond du Lac, waa Called. Judge 
Cate produced a letter from a citizen of Fond du 
Lac, charging that Coleman had said that bills in 
Madison for $1,000 for the Carpenter campaign 
were left unpaid.. Coleman said. You write to 
that gentleman and tell him I say on oath that that 
is a lie. i 

CATE’S TESTIMONY. 

Carpenter then put Cate on the stand. and de- 
manded to kpow whether he had received any let- 
ters from Broadhead, Finch, Harrison, IIIsley, 
Orton, Burpee, A. M. Thomson, or the editors of the 
Commercial Times instigating this investigation. Cate 
declined to answer, stating that it was none of 
Carpenter's business. Carpenter gave notice that 
he should appeal to the House and require Cate to 
answer like any ordinary witness. 

Carpenter prepared to postpone the investigation 
until the action of the House could be taken, 
whereupon Cate, to avoid complication, answered 
to all except to the editors of the Commercial 
Times, that he had never received a letter from 
of the Governments named in his life, and that he 
did not know them.

COL. JEUSSEN’S STORY. 
A Trisuns reporter called on Col. Juessen yes- 
terday to get his statement concerning the bill! fur- 


nished Jake Rehm, which was commented on by 


that gentieman. The Colonel said the bill was 
rendered for special services only. He had never 
been retained generally by Mr. Rehm, and had 


that gentleman offered a general retainer, it would

When Juessen was ap- 
pointed Collector, Rehm came to him and wanted 
an office. He said he could have secured the ap- 

intment for himself, but instead had thrown his 
nfluence forthe Colonel. Cob Juessen told him 
there was no appropriation from which to pay him, 
to which Rehm responded that he wanted the of- 
fice any way, ' 

Not knowing hie reputation.“ said the Colonel, 
‘*T appointed him Deputy Collector on a salary of 
$150 per month, on his promise to ferret out all 
frauds and reportto me. He held that position 
from May 15 to Sept. 1, 1869, when I became satis- 
fied he was not the man for the place. I heard re- 

orts about him, though I never got one from him, 

or he never rendered the slightest particle of as- 
sistance. People cameto me and said they had 
learned of my employing Jake as a private detect - 
ive, and said it was like setting a fox to watch a hen- 
roost. I then revoked his appointment in writing, 
but he begged so hard for the privilege of resign- 
ing that I let him resign. He then sent me a Bill 
of $525 for services, which he had never rendered, 
and I paid it out of my own pocket, and still have 
his receipt forit. So you see he got money out of 
me for absolutely nothing, and now grumbles at a 
bill for actual services rendered.” 

The Colonel went on to speak of his connection 
with Jake since the frauds. Jake was in the habit 
of coming in and meeting the rest of the Colonel's 
cliente, and hearing all they had tosay. He en- 
tered into all their ee and schemes, apparently, 
and was welcomed by them. At the time of the 
consultation as to what had better te done, Juessen 
told 1 at whose office the meeting was to 
be held, that he supposed he, (Juessen,) was ex- 
pected to be present in the interest of Hesing. He 
received an evasive answer, and then sent a letter 
demanding information as to how the matter stood, 
and whether he would be allowed to attend. In 
answer, he received a flat refusal. 

It then became apparent that Jake had once more 
been consistent, and had wormed himself into the 
confidence of Juessen's clients, and then went off 
to use it in his trade. ; 

War was declared at once, and since then Shessen 
and Jake have been out. It was discovered that 
Jake had kept his own counsel and had gouged the 
whole party.
